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For the present, ACHERON will contain the results of previous -votes* the 
introduction of new "business, general information of interest to waters* and other 
official materials.

fore, a change in terminology is needed to prevent unnecessary misunderstanding. 

There vill be only two categories of membership t Fall and Honorary* For 
administrative purposes, there are seven types of full membership! A, Active OM of 
regular games which use all Division rules} B, same, using the Permanent Soles, but 
not necessarily others? G* same* not using (necessarily) Division rulesi D, Sams, of 
variant games; B* active editor and/or publisher of a Dippy 'sinsf P» an inactive OX* 
editor* or publisher, still an active player* retained on membership rolls by s 
majority vote of the membership, 0* an active player, admitted by a 2/3 vote of the 
membership. 

Some procedural notest the votes required for T and 0 mean a majority or 
2/3, respectively* of "yes* votes from all those voting} in other words* an absten- 
tion on membership questions will have the same effect as a "no* vote. For obvious 
reasons, questions relating to the Division rules (i.e.* interpretations of the Rule- 
book) , or to additions thereto or deletions therefrom* are voted upon only by A and 
B members. Admission to any type* A-£ * is automatic upon meeting Membership Con- 
ditions 1-4 (see ACHSKCR 2* p» 6)* plus Condition 5 for type A or B. 

For the moment* there seems no need to limit the number of people who are 
eligible to join the Division under types ? and G. Tjrpe ? oould be applied retro- 
actively to people such as John Bnythe. Per the moment* the following guidelines 
seem apt* 

Type Ft This should include people who ceased OHiag* pushing* °* editing 
under *hexsorable M conditions. .* that ie, they didn* t juet atop* fink out* or-pull soawr 
other stunt of that nature. Knst meet conditions 1 and 6. 

Type Gt This should be selectively applied* to people who have made some 
significant or important contribution to postal Diplomacy. Members are free to 
nominate at any timet nominations oust include a statement of qualifications. I 
would also like to suggest that a person nominated, but not elected* may be renom- 
inated only after the lapse of (say) a year. Must meet conditions 1 and 6. 

Honorary membership is obviously an exceptional thing. It requires* as 
stated in earlier issues, a unanimous vote of those casting a ballot. He has all 
privileges of type A Full Membership* but is not required to pay dues. 
See Item #2 on Ballot 5 for further material on this. 

5. When Does Membership Cease? Membership condition 6* (see ACHEROB 2* p. 6) 
stipulates continued active participation. What doss that mean? Obviously* a mem- 
ber who fails (forgets?) to return a single ballot has not defaulted utterly.

I have suggested 
certain J&vifcioa ineabers whose collections are sufficiently large should act as ar- 
chivists; for the mviidoBi however, the only person definitely committed to act in this 
capacity is myself* . 

One thing whioh must be boms in mind is that archive collections are private 
collections, and whatever services we receive from them oust be donated*. 'These collec- 
tions are obtained ami maintained entirely at the expense off the owner* Therefore, 
whatever we ask our archivists to do must be within the reals of reason— we cannot ask 
them to spend large amounts of their, own money or timet however, ve must have some ids 
of the things? we might ask them to do. 

®w San Diego Archives haws bec» active, however* for well over a year, 
large amounts of general information have been pubUehed in MSBm and* more recent- 
ly, in NtJHsrGR. This will be supplemented by the standard series of completed game 
reoords which I hope to begin publishing this summer. 

She importance of the archives goes beyond mere service, however* without them* 
there would be no record of things which have happened in the past.
